The Reſidence of His Grace The DUKE of LEINSTER, 


LEINSTER- HOUSE is ſituated on the 8. E. Side of Dublin, oppoſite Moleſworth Street. The entrance is through a large 
Gate-way, in a plain but good Stile, executed with Ruſtics on the outſide, but it is an elegant Tonic Gate within, from whence; 
acroſs a circular Court-yard of two hundred and fifty feet diameter, the principal Facade is ſeen, extending in Length above one 
hundred and thirty Feet. In the Center of the Front is a Pediment with four Three-quarter Columns of the Corinthian Order. 
The Windows of the principal ſtory are with Architraves and Pediments. On each fide of the Houſe is a ſmall Ionic Colonnade 
concealing paſſages to the Offices and Garden. The Architecture of this ng is extremely correct and the whole has a mag- 
nificent appearance. 

On entering the Houſe, is a ſpacious Hall, adorned with Ionic Columns ſupporting Arches and an otnamented Frize; the 
Cieling, which is enriched with Stucco and Colouring, riſes into the firſt Story, and, by taking in the lower half of each Window, 
gives an opportunity of making a range of attic Windows as an additional Light to the Hall; by this contrivance, that part of the 
principal Floor was obliged: to be given up, and the upper half of each Window cloſed, ſo as not to be viſible on the Out- ſide. 

On this Floor is the great Dining Parlour which opens into the Lawn; and on the North Side a long Room running the whole 
depth of the Houſe, under the Picture Gallery, and of the ſame ſhape and dimentions, this is called the Supper Room; it is adorned 
with ſixteen fluted Columns Ionic ſupporting an enriched Cieling. ' 


On the Firſt Floor are ſeveral apartments, elegantly furniſhed with white Damaſk, and ſuperb Gildings ; the Gallery on this Floor 


is near ſeventy Feet long, and twenty-four wide, with a Bow of three windows on the fide : the Cieling is arched the Portion of a 
Circle, highly enriched and painted in different colours, from the deſigns of Mr. Mat. In this room are ſeveral fine Pictures, par- 


ticularly a Landſcape, the Rape of Europa, by Claude Lorraine ; the Triumph of Amphitrite, by Luca Giordano; a "Student drawing 


from a Buſt, by Rembrandt, very fine and uncommonly clear for that Maſter ; with ſeveral others of the Flemiſh School. 

The Garden Front (exhibited in the Plate) is remarkable for its chaſtneſs and ſimplicity, and by many perſons preferred to the 
principal Front. The roof of the Houſe is extremely light and beautiful but it could not be ſeen in this View. 

The Garden is uncommonly ſpacious for a Town Houſe and admits of a large lawn; on which the Volunteers under His e 


Command, frequently perform their Exerciſes. 
The walk, round the lawn, is bordered by a thick plantation of Ever-greens and Flowering-ſhrubs. | The

LUCAN- HOUSE is ſituated about F2 miles Weſt from Dain, a beautiful Villa, on the Banks of the River Liffey. 

This Building has not been finiſhed more than two Years ; ; it has an elegant ſimple Ionic Front; the Hall is adorned with Pillars 
and a Frize of the ſame Order, enriched with Medallions from the Defigns of Angelica; and the apartments are in a ſuitable ſtyle. 

The Gardens are laid out with great Taſte ; the ſituation tho” low, ſhady, and ſequeſtered, is extremely pleaſant. The Liffey 
runs on one Side of the Grounds, for near two Miles ; the high road confines them on the other ; and, thence narrow, they do not 
want ſufficient variety. 

Behind the Houſe, about Mid-way up the Grounds, within a few feet of the River, is the celebrated Lucan Spa, The Well 
is ſheltered in a deep nitch, neatly executed in hewn Stone. There is a rural thatched ſeat for the Water-drinkers, and ſpace 


allowed for walking about. 
From the Front of the Houſe, at a Diſtance on the left, is ſcen an elegant Stone Bridge of ſeveral Archis, ornamented with a 


Fri rize, and Patteras, in the modern Taſte ; this connects the public Roads that run on each Side of the River. The View of the New 


Bridge is in Part interrupted by the Remains of an old one (exhibited in the Plate); the contraſt produces a very pleaſing Effect. 
On that Side of the Houſe, which appears in ſhadow, (in the Print) a Communication is made between the Kitchen and the Water, 
by a ſubterranean Arch, and from hence the View loſes itſelf a conſiderable Way up the River. 
To the Right, from the F ront of the Houſe, amidſt a Group of lofty Lime - trees, are the ſmall but venerable Ruins of an Abbey. 
This Place was originally the Reſidence of General Sarsfield, created Lord Lucan by King Janis © afcer the abdication ; but no 
Veſtige of the old Houſe now remains.

The DARGL E, or DARGE L, in the county of Miellau, is, near Power ſcourt, and diſtant about ten miles to the South of 


Dublin. It is a wild Tract, Part of Lord Powerſcourt's Eſtate in that neighbourhood. | 
For about a Mile and half, runs a very narrow winding Glen, formed by the ſides of two capitis Mountains, nifremely 


ſteep, and covered with Wood, conſiſting. chiefly of Oak. At the bottom, a mountain- torrent ruſhes through with impetuoſity, 
and though the Water is not inconſiderable, yet from the prodigious quantity of ſtones, and large fragments of rocks, that fill 
the channel, it is, except in a few places, hardly viſible. The Water, forcing its courſe through ſo many obſtructions, occaſions 
numberleſs little falls and produces a continual agreeable murmuring. On the fide of one of the Mountains are cut out 
Roads and Paths and diverſified ſo as to exhibit the peculiar advantages of the place. Hither the Inhabitants of Dublin 
frequently come in fine weather, to enjoy the pure air of the Mountains, and contemplate- the et romantic Beauties of

THIS elegant Structure is at the Diſtance of two Miles from Dublin, on the North-Eaſt Side. 

The Situation is noble and elevated; the Ground riſing imperceptibly from the Sea Shore, for almoſt a Mile in continual | 
Aſcent: It commands a very extenſive Proſpe& of the Mountains, in the County of Mictlou, and of the whole Bay of Dublin, The 
Name given to the Place alludes to its Vicinity to the Sea, and the Proſpect thereof. 


The Foundation of the CAsixE was laid by the preſent Noble Proprietor, ſome Time either in the Year 1761 or -62, A Braſs. 
Plate was fixed in the firſt Stone, with the Date engraved, and an Inſcription, importing, That “ this Building was erected as a 
+ Teſtimony of Gratitude to Public and Private Virtue, during the Adminiſtration of Miiliam Pitt; when the Glory of the Britiſh 

& Empire arrived at its higheſt Pitch.“ 


The Plan of the Building was the Invention of that incomparable Architect Sir Milliam Chambers. 

The Architecture is Doric in its moſt improved Style: The Building ſtands quite unincumbered and inſiilated ; the Front and Sides 
are all equally finiſhed and beautiful, each one ſomewhat varied, yet ſtill preſerving the ſtricteſt Union and Correſpondence, 

This View is taken on the N. E. Angle, and exhibits the Front and Eaſt Flank of the Building. ' 


The Attick, in the Front, though without Window, or Opening of any Kind, looks extremely light : Its Diviſion into ſeveral 
Parts, the bold Projection of the Cornice, the Vaſe, the Statues, and the Feſtoons, conſpire to produce this Effect, and diſplay the 
admirable Skill and Ingenuity of the Contriverz On two Columns in the Front ſtand the Statues of Ceres and Bacchus, and, on the 
two correſponding Columns on the South Facade, the Statues of Venus and Apollo. 


The Compoſition of the Windows and their Architraves, the Carvings of the Soffits, and all the minuter Ornaments, are beautiful 
2 in the higheſt Degree. 


4 The inſide Diſpoſition is that of a Dwelling-Houſe on a very ſmall Scale, perfectly adapted to the Purpoſe intended; not Family 
i, Accommodation, but Solitude and Retirement, There is a Veſtibule, Saloon, Boudoir, and Cloſet for Books. There are in the 
* Attick four Chambers for Beds; and, under the principal Floor, a Kitchen and Offices for Servants, which receive Light from an 

ö Area ſurrounding the Building; the Stuccos and Ornaments are equally elegant with the reſt; the Inſide is not yet quite finiſhed, but 
wants very little of being compleated. The whole is built of Portland Stone, and executed with the niceſt Care and Preciſion. It 
may be juſtly eſteemed a CRT D'oRUVYRR in Architecture; ſuch as might be expected ſrom a Patron of Lord Charlemont's Taſte, 
and from the Genius of Sir William Chambers, 


The Demeſne ſurrounding conſiſts of about 200 Acres, pleaſingly laid out in Plantations; and Lawns ; the Groups of Trees and 
Plantations being ſo diſpoſed, as to create Variety in the Proſpects, and take in all the Advantages of which the Situation is 
ſuſceptible. 


The utmoſt Liberality of Admiſſion is permitted here; the Inhabitants of Dublin may at all Times amuſe themſelves with an 
agreeable Walk. This Liberty has never hitherto been abuſed; no Injury or Spoil has been complained of : What is ſo bountifully 
b thrown open ſeems to enſure the particular Care and Protection of all thoſe who benefit by the Indulgence.

BELAN* was 3 a Caſtle of Note, but was demoliſhed by Cromwell : The Eſtate was purchaſed from the Lord Fitzhardin, 


by the Anceſtor of the preſent Paſſeſſor. The Houſe now ſtands near the Junction of two Streams, the Greece, and the Arrow ; 
which, about four Miles farther down, fall into the navigable River Barrow. 


The Situation of the Houſe is rather low ; the Plate exhibits the Rear of i it, before which there is a Lawn, gradually ſloping from a 
Grove of high Fir- Trees; on the Left, down to the Greece; on the Right, running between two Rows of Elm and Aſh. 


TheDemeſne is large, containing thirteen Hundred Iriſh Acres ; and it is obſervable for extending into five different Counties, viz. 
Kildare, Wi blow, Carlow, the Queen's, and Dublin. One Part of the Grounds is remarkable for affording a Proſpe& into twelve 
different Counties, viz. thoſe already named, with the King's, Meath, Mſimeatb, Kilkenny, Wexford, Tipperary, and Waterford. 


In the Houſe that formerly ſtood here, two Kings, in the Year 1690, viz. James II. and William III. were ſucceſſively ei. ter- 
tained by the Grandfather of the preſent Inheritor. The Bed wherein their Majeſties flept is ſtill preſerved, 


The preſent Houſe was built in the Year 1743, under the Directions of Caſtell, the Architect, and Mr. Bindon, a Painter; but 
Plainneſs and Convenience were conſidered more than Elegance. The Front is compoſed with Breaks and is ſimilar to the Rear; 


except that the Offices appear upon the Right Hand. There i is a broad Avenue leading to the Houſe planted with Trees; but 
not ſtrictly regular. 


Belan lies about a Mile Weſt of the great South Road and thirty-one from Dublin. 


Belas certainly alludes to a Circle of Belus, or Bal, where the Druids uſed to perform ſome of their Rites. bel am, i. e. Bel-ain, implies the Ring of Bal or Bel; 
probably it was the Place of commemorating the New-Year. The Name of a Year, in Iriſh, being Bel. ain, that is, the Ring or Circle of Belus. The Word is now corrupted to

of Fingal t. This Caſtle ſtands on a riſing Ground, South of the Bay of Malabide, and North of the City of Bn: hs at the 
Diſtance of ſeven Miles.

This King erected Malahide into a Manor in favour of Sir Themas Talbot, with Courts Leet and Baron, likewiſe a Court of 
Admiralty, with all its Juriſdictions, and made it a free Port, in the fame Manner as the Iſle of Man, before the Engliſs Parlia- 
ment purchaſed the Royalties thereof from the Athel Family.

Sir Richard Edgecombe, in the Account he gives of his Expedition to Ireland, when ſent there by Henry VII. in 1488, to take 
new Oaths of Allegiance from the Nobility, and others who had declared for the Pretender Lambert Simnel, mentions, that after 
ſuffering much from Tempeſts and contrary Winds, he landed ſafely at Malabide, and that he and his Suite were there received and 
ſumptuouſly entertained ©** wythe ryghte gude cheere.” It was then in the Poſſeſſion of the Talbots, in whoſe Family it had re- 
mained from the Time the Caſtle and the Manor had been granted by Edward IV. 


This Place ſo late as the Year 1641 was deemed of ſuch Strength and Importance, that the Talbots were diſpoſſeſſed, and a 
conſiderable Garriſon was ſtationed there by the Parliament during that War. It was alſo the Reſidence of Corbet, the Lord Chief 
Juſtice, who being a Regicide and exempted from the general Pardon, was before the Reſtoration obliged to make his Eſcape ; 
one of the Talbots (during the Hurry and Confuſion which this occaſioned) at the Head of a Party ftrongly attached to his Family, 
ſurprized the Guard and repoſſeſſed himſelf of the Caſtle. The Relations of Corbet, aſſiſted by ſome of the Troops ſtationed in 
Dublin, attempted in vain to retake it ; and the Talbots, at the Reſtoration, were declared innocent, and quieted in the Poſſeſſion by 
the Act of Settlement. Malahide has never been occupied as a Fortreſs ſince that Time. 


It is ſtill the Reſidence of a Branch of the noble Family of Shrewſbury, who hold by Knight Service; the preſent Proprietor, after 
having been nominated (about three Years ſince) as High- ſheriff for the County of Dublin, refufed to act, and pleaded his Patent. 
He alſo refuſed to pay a Fine for not attending on a Jury ; and, in both theſe Caſes, the Patent was allowed. 


The Building is large, irregular, and unequal in its Height it is nearly ſquare, and has an Area or Court within. The Entrance 
is on the Eaſt Front, by a Flight of Stone Steps. The Hall is large, and has an ancient Appearance, correſponding with the Out- 
ſide. There are ten Rooms on a Floor; one of which (a Parlour) is wainſcotted with Oak, carved in a curious, old-faſhioned 
Manner. The lower Story, conſiſting of Servants Offices, &c. is vaulted ; and the whole is founded on a Lime-ſtone Rock. 


The Situation is lofty ; it commands a fine Proſpect of the Town and Bay of Malahide, and of the Sea almoſt on every Side, as 
the Caſtle ſtands nearly on a Peninſula. There is a good Deal of old Wood ſurrounding it; particularly ſome Oak, Aſh, and 
Beech-Trees, of a very large Size. The Manor is extenſive; and the Royalties, beſides the Bay of Malahide, reach a conſiderable 
Way along the Sea Shore. | |

The SCALP * is a remarkable Chaſm in the Ridge of a Mountain, near Dublin, on the South-Eaſt Side. The Appearance is 
ſuch as if Part of the Mountain had, by ſome Accident, been undermined, and that the Maſs of Rock, which filled up and formed 
the Ridge, had tumbled in. Such at leaſt is the Idea that immediately occurs on a firſt View of the Place, 


The Scalp is about eight Miles diſtant from Dublin, a zood Road has been made through it, within theſe ſix Years, to "4D 
Wicklow, &c. The Scalp, before that Time, had not been particularly taken Notice of, and was known but to few Perſons. 


In paſſing through the Hollow, vaſt Fragments of broken Rocks are ſeen on either Hand, looſely thrown together, the larger 
Fragments lie at the Bottom, and cloſe to the Road, the ſmaller Stones remaining in Heaps above. The Sides of the Chaſm are 
not perpendicular, but ſlope from the Top conſiderably ; the Space therefore between the Summits is much wider than at the _— 
where the Road runs. This muſt naturally happen, as the Stones falling in Heaps would ſpread out at the Bottom. 


The Approach to the Scalp is by a long and conſiderable Aſcent, but ſo gradual as to be hardly perceptible : the Road, on firſt. G 
entering the Chaſm, makes a little Turn, occaſioned by the Rocks that jut forward in that Part and intercept the View. As the | 
Road advances farther on, it becomes a direct Line, begins ſoon to deſcend, and then opens a fine View of the deep Vale beneath, . | 
and the high Country that bounds it on the oppoſite Side. The Rocks in the Scalp conſiſt of that coarſe Sort of Granite, with 


which this Country abounds, but here it appears more rugged, and not of ſo white a Colour as in other Places, 4 f 


At the Time of making the Road, from the Quantities of Water lodged, and the Number of Springs found, Co * 
was incurred to carry the Waters off, and prevent them from deſtroying the Road. This ſerves to ſtrengthen the ConjeQure abeye- 
mentioned, and that the falling in of ſuch a Portion of the Mountain was occaſioned by the Paſſage of ſubterraneous Waters. The 5 
Earth being waſhed away, might have left a capacious Cavern, the Roof of which, in Time, would fall down, from its Arch not 
being geometrically conſtrued. The preſent Road is a great Convenience to the Neighbourhood ; es thecurious Naturaliſt will 
regret perhaps, that the Scalp was not Tuffered. to remain in its original State.

B ES SBOROUGH is diſtant about ſeventy Miles South from Dublin, and lies towards the Eaſtern End of a fine County called 
the Golden Vale. The ancient Name of this Place was Kildalton; it was forfeited in the Rebellion of 1647, and granted ag 
Sir Jahn Ponſonby, an Officer in the Parliament- Army, the direct Anceſtor of the preſent noble Proprietor. 


A large old Houſe formerly ſtood here, which was pulled down by Brabazon, the late Earl of Beſsborough, about the 88 
and the preſent Building was immediately afterwards erected by him on the ſame Site. 


The Houſe is ſituated in a fine Plain, well wooded, bounded on the North by a great Chain of Mountains, called the al 
Mountains, which run Eaſtward from“ Sliabh na Mann; and on the South by the River Suir, which, in its Progreſs through the 
Golden Vale, runs along the Foot of a high Range of Hills, and divides the Counties of Kilkenny and Vater ford. 


The Houſe is built of hewn Stone in a neat plain Manner; its Front extends about one hundred Feet, and the Depth about eighty; 
there is a large handſome Hall in which are four Ionic Columns of Kilkenny Marble, each Shaft is one entire Stone, ten Feet fix 
Inches high. The Saloon and beſt Dining Parlour are large handſome Rooms, and furniſhed with ſome good Pictures, particularly a 
Night Piece, Peter's Denial, by Gerard Seghers, formerly belonging to Monſieur De Piles; a Nativity by Fordaens ; three fine old 


Copies after Corregio; Live Birds by Hondikoter ; Dead Game, and Fruit, by Snyders and De Vos; with ſeveral Landſcapes, by 
Horiſanti and Lucatelli. 


The Houſe was built from the Deſigns and under the Inſpection of David Bindon, Eſq. He was a Gentleman of Ireland who 
profeſſed Portrait Painting and Architecture, and travelled into Italy to improve his Knowledge in theſe Arts, 

The Park is very beautiful, richly wooded, and well ſtocked with Deer: a ſmall River runs through it, the Banks of which are 
covered with well grown Trees, and form a Glen. The View was taken from an Opening in this Glen, where there is a F ord, Part 
of this Ford appears in the Fore Ground of thePrint. The River is called the Shara; it paſles through the Village of Piltoton, and 
empties itſelf into the Suir about a Mile from this Place. 

In November 1781, at the Farm of Belline, about a Mile weſtward of the Houſe, a large Pair of Horns was found remaining faſt 
to the Skull, being a very curious and entire Specimen of thoſe Horns which are commonly called the Mooſe Deer Horns, They 
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were diſcovered lying about eight Feet deep in a Bed of ſoft Marle, which contained ſeveral ſmall Marine Shells. A great Part of the 
Skeleton of the Animal was found with the Head, and it is probable all the Bones might have been collected if Water had not 
flowed too rapidly into the Pit. The Horns + are preſerved in the Houſe, and placed in the Corridore leading to the principal 
Stair-caſe ; they are larger than thoſe mentioned in Mohneaux and Boat's Natural Hiſtory, and in Sir James Ware's Hiſtory of Ireland, 
A ſmaller Specimen of the ſame Kind of Horns was diſcovered ſome Time before in an adjacent Pit. 


On the Summit of this Mountain is a remarkable Pagan Altar, dedicated to the Sun, which is ſaid by the People of the neighbouring Country to have been the Table of 7 
Fis Macomul the Fingal of Man. See ſome curious Tracts of this Mountain in Collectanea de Reb. Hibern. Preface, p. viii. | |

BROCKLEY-PARK is ſituated thirty- ſeven Miles S. W. of Dublin, and ſix North of Athy; the preſent Houſe was built in the 
Year 1768, under the Inſpection of Ducart, a Gentleman of Italy, who practiſed Architecture in this Country, on the Site of a former 
Houſe that was burnt down; it contains ſeven Rooms on the firſt Floor, There is a Chapel in the Houſe in which there are four 
Windows of fine ſtained Glaſs. 

The Grounds are pretty extenſive and well planted with Trees. A ſmall Stream which is ſhewn in the Print runs near the 
Houſe, and falls into the Barrow at about two Miles Diſtance, 


The Houſe has a Portico in Front, and the Plate exhibits the Back or Northern Aſpect.

Ground near where the River Boyne forms a deep Bay called Lough Pulſe. 


The Houſe commands a Reach of the River to Slane, with a View of the old Caſtles of Slane and Carrick.

THE SALMON LE AP, near Leixlip“ a beautiful Village ſeven Miles Weſt iow Dublis; is a Waterfall ee by a 
Rock which in that Part runs acroſs the Channel of the River Life; i it riſes in two Ridges diſtant about ſixty Feet from each 
other; the principal one - that which is given here is about fifteen Feet high, the Top of this Ridge is paſſable when the Water i is, 
low, and with the Aſſiſtance of the Arch, ſeen in the Print, a Communication is formed between the oppoſite Sides of the River. 
The Breadth of the Whole i is about one hundred and eighty Feet, of which the Water running through the Arch is about thirty- ſix. 
The Rocks are moſtly dry in Summer, excepting the Channel under the N but in F 8 from Ry ene __ in men the 
River riſes many Feet, ſometimes quite above the Arch. nn | 2 
The Ground riſes with a bold Aſcent on each Side, and is crowned to the Top with k Variety of Trees. The Caſtle of Leixlip, 
the Seat of General Sandford, ſtands on the North, and on the South lie the Houſe and Gardens of Edward Croter, Eſq. | 


The Salmon begin to run in March and April, and to return in September, moſtly when the Wind is Weſterly. Soon as they - 
arrive at the Bottom of the Fall they are ſeen to riſe juſt above. the Water, as if to obſerve the Height and Diſtance ; then preſently v2 
they dart ſtraight up from the Surface, ſhaking their Fins and Tails with a quick Motion, and often clear the Leap at one Spring, 
Sometimes, by the Force of the falling Water, they are thrown on the ſhelving Rocks, whence they leap back again and wait a 
certain Time before they make a ſecond Attempt. y 

The Fiſh are taken in their Paſſage up the River, nearly under the Fall, by a Shoulder-net and in Baſkets hanging from the Rocks, 
into which they often fall when they happen to fail in their Leap; two hundred in a Day have ſometimes been caught, but very 
few are now taken up, being intercepted in their Paſſage by the Dams and Iron Works at Lucan. L 


The Village and Demeſne of Leixlip were formerly denominated the 8 Leap. Near to this Fall ſtood a Church or « Monaſtery, 
in the early Ages of Chriſtianity, but no Traces of it now remain. |

In the County of WATERFORD, 


Belonging to His Grace the DUKE of DEVONSHIRE, 


THE CASTLE of LISMORE, in the Barony of COSHMORE, was built by King John, in the Year 1185, on the Ruins of 
the Abbey of St. Carthagh+. In 1189 it was demoliſhed by the [r;/b, who took it by Surprize. Being afterwards re-edified, it was for 


many Years an epiſcopal Reſidence, till Miler Magrath, Archbiſhop of Caſhel, and Biſhop of this See, Frome Time before his Reſignation in 
1589,) granted to Sir Walter Raleigh the Manor of Liſmore. 


It ſoon fell into the Hands of Sir Richard Boyle, who purchaſed all Sir J/alter's Lands: He beautified the whole and added many Buildings 
to it, moſt of which were burned down during the Iriſb Rebellion. At the breaking out of this Rebellion, it was cloſely beſieged by five 
thouſand [ri/h, commanded by Sir Richard Beling, and was nobly defended by the young Lord Broghill, (third Son of the Earl of Corte) who 
by his Conduct and Bravery obliged the Iriſb to raiſe the Siege. This ſpirited young Nobleman, thus concludes a Letter to his Father, which. 
he wrote while furrounded by his Enemies: A Lord; fear nothing for Liſmore, for if it be b/t, it ſhall be with the Life of him that begs your Lord- 
thip's bleſſmg, and fliles himſelf, your Lordſhip's moſt humble, moſt obliged, and moſt ditiful Son and Servant, BROGHILL. 

This Caſtle is boldly ſituated on the Verge of a rocky Hill, riſing almoſt perpendicularly to a conſiderable Height over the River Black- 


Hater. The timid James II. who dined in the great Room of this Caſtle, on looking out of the Window, (ſhewn in the Print) ſtarted back 
with Horror. 


The Entrance is by an ancient and venerable Avenue of Trees. Over the Gate are the Arms of the Firſt Earl of Cork, with this humble 
Motto, God's PRoviDENCE IS OUR INHERITANCE, Oppoſite to the Entrance is a modern Portico of Bath-Stone, of the Doric Order, 
and which, according to Tradition, was deſigned by Inigo Jones. Moſt of the Buildings have remained in Ruins fince the Æra of the 
Rebellion, (which was fatal to Improvements throughout the Kingdom,) but the ſeveral Offices that make up two Sides of the Square, are 
kept in Repair. At each Angle is a Tower, the chief Remains of its ancient Magnificence. 


The Views from this Caſtle are thus pictureſquely deſcribed by Dr. Smith t, * Oppoſite to the great Window of the Caſtle, built exactly 
« over the above-mentioned Precipice, there opens a wide Glen wooded on both Sides, and pleaſantly watered by a ſmall River called Oon a 
« Shad, that, at about a Mile's Diſtance, winds off to the Weſt Side of the great Mountain of Knock-mele-dawn, four Miles North; 
and which exactly facing this Window appears like a vaſt Cone or Sugar-loaf. To the Welt is a full Proſpect of the Salmon Fiſhery,

« where the Weirs are of a conſiderable Length, traverſing the River. The working and the Noiſe of the Water through them, (that here 
« runs pretty rapid) forms a kind of artificial Cataract, and reſembles the Sound of ſuch ; which though not high is of a conſiderable Extent, 


« and adds a lulling Softneſs to the Beauty of the Scene. Above the Weirs, the Sides of the River are beautifully variegated with Woods, 
Lawns, and Corn Fields.” 


The Town of Liſmore, now a Scene of Deſolation, was formerly an Univerſity, Biſhop's See, and a City ! 


But there is one Circumſtance which ought not to be omitted, and which muſt endear this venerable Ruin to all Lovers of Science: It was 
here that that great Philoſopher Robert Boyle was born 


It ſhould be alſo remembered, that in the Month of October in the Year 1785, His Grace the Duke of Rutland, then Lord Lieutenant of 
Ireland, while on a Tour in Munſter, held a Council in, and iflued Proclamations from, this Caſtle. 


7 he Caſtle of Liſmore, and a great Eſtate here, belongs to the Duke of Devonſhire, being (in Right of his Mother) Repreſentative, and 
eldeſt Line of the noble Family of Boyle. His Grace has, at a great Expence, built a handſome Stone Bridge of Twelve Arches over the 
River, (from the Road ſhewn in the annexed View,) a Work of great Utility, and a laſting Memorial of his Grace's Munificence. A Print 


exhibiting the Bridge, with a different Aſpect of the Caſtle, and ſome farther Account of this once important Place, it is preſumed will be 
highly acceptable; and ſhall be given in a future Number. 


„The preſent Name of this Place ſeems to be taken from a Daniſh Fortification, known by the Name of the Rovnd-Hill, ſtanding a little to the Eaſt of the Town. Lif, in 
Iriſh, ſignifying a Fort, and Ader great, It had anciently the Name of Des- gi.

Ben-Lader or Bin-Eider * HOWT H, in that Part of the County of Dublin called Fingal; is a Peninſula about ſeven Miles from the 
City of Dublin, which runs out into the Iriſh Sea, and ſerves to form the celebrated Bay of Dublin on the North Eaſt. 


Its Surface, which is rather ſteril, ſwells into a lofty Hill, hence it is uſually denominated the Hill of Hmuth; the Shores of ,j it are - rocky. 


and precipitous, (affording however, a tew Harbours for ſmall Craft) and abounding with gloomy Caverns, in war * are often ſoon * 
ing their unwieldy Bulk. 


Huth was probably the Mona + of Frdlend; and tho nee een enn SE INE ir crninty ws 
a Seat of the Druids, for one of their Altars till remains in a ſequeſtered Valley on the Eaſt Side of the Hill. 


Nor is it unlikely that there was a College of the Bards here. When Concovar Mac Neſſa ſet himſelf to reform the Bron Laus, he in- | 
vited to his Aſſiſtance Forchern, Neid, and a three eminent Fileadb, or Fileas of BEN HAD ER f. | 
The Hill of Howth has been in the Poſſeſſion of the Family of St. Laurence above ſix hundred Years, and was acquired in the following >» 
Manner. In the Year 1177, when Sir John Courcy was commanded into Ireland by the King, he had a Grant under the Great Seal, that . 
« he, and the Friends he ſhould chuſe to prefer, ſhould enjoy all the Lands he ſhould win by his Sword in that Kingdom, exempt from Charge 
« or Tribute, as a Reward for his Service, ſaving his Homage to the King, as ſupreme and abſolute Lord of the Land. Sir Jahn being in 
« ſtrict Friendſhip with a-worthy Knight, named Sir Armoricus Triſtram, who had married his Siſter, propoſed to him one Day in St. Mary's. 
Church at Roan, that whatever they ſhould win in any Realm, either by Service or otherwiſe, ſhould be divided between them. Sir Am. 
« ricus cloſing with the Propoſal, they ſerved together in France, Normandy, and England, and Sir Jobn being ſent (as juſt now mentioned) 
« into Ireland, their firſt Landing was at Howth near Dublin; where their Entrance being diſputed by the Iriſb, a very ſharp Battle enſued at the 
« Bridge of Ivora, near the HILL of HowTH, when Sir John Courcy being detained on Board by Sickneſs or ſome other Impediment, and Sir 


« 2 commanding in chief, his Valour and Conduct were ſo conſpicuous and the Fight ſo ſucceſsfull, that the Lands and Title of 
« How TH were allotted to him for his Part of the Conqueſt.” 5 


But the Barons of HowTn did not long retain the Name of Triſtram. An immediate Succeſſor of Sir Armorey, who commanded an 
Army near Contarf, againſt the Danes, on the Feaſt of St. Laurence, bound himſelf by a ſolemn Vow to that Saint, to aſſume his Name,

and entail it on his Poſterity, if he obtained the Victory. The Saint heard the Vow propitiouſly, and the Suppliant's Arms were crowned 
with Succeſs. Nor was the Knight ungrateful, he aſſumed the Name of St. Laurence, which ever ſince has continued the Surname of his 
Family: and to perpetuate the Victory [ſays Lodge) & the Sword wherewith he fought {till adorns the Hall of ZHowth.” 

The HOUSE or CASTLE of HOW T H was probably erected by Sir Armoricus Triſtram ; it is boldly ſituated on the Weſt Side 
of the Hill, commanding an extenſive Proſpect of the Iriſb Sea. It is at preſent but an irregular Building, and ſomewhat in Decay; the Hall, 
once the Scene of Revelry, is the only ſpacious Apartment in it. The Cannon in the Court-Yard are kept merely for Pleaſure. Near the 
Houſe, encompaſſed with a ſmall Grove of Aſh Trees, ſtands the Family Chapel, rather a modern Building. 

On the weſtern Shore are the Ruins of St. Mary's Church, within whoſe mouldering Walls are laid the Aſhes of many a Hero. Almo- 
ricus, the ninth Baron of Horuth, was ſeiſed in fee of thirty Acres of Arable Land in Hoawth, which he gave to illiam Young, Vicar of 
this „the Church of the Bleſſed Virgin Mary of Hoeuth, and to his Succeſſors for ever. In the Church, which is without a Roof, 
are ſome handſome Monuments of his Lordſhip's Anceſtry. 


Due Weſt of Howth Houſe the Ruins of St. Fenton's Church offer a melancholy Inſtance of the Decay of Piety.

FLORENCE-COURT is delightfully ſituated on a riſing Ground. The Front or Eaſt Aſpect is in view of Lough Earn, a very 
large Tract of Water divided into two unequal Parts, called the Upper and Lower Lakes; the Houſe principally commands the Upper Lake, 
which is beautifully chequer'd with Iſlands ; and though the ſmalleſt of the two Diviſions, is ſeveral Miles in Extent. 

The Houſe has been built about twenty-four Years, and was erected on the Site of a former one; the Front is given in the Plate and is 
of the Ionic Order, extending 260 Feet. In the Rear the Offices are diſpoſed in a Sweep. His Lordſhip's Anceſtors removed hither from the 
Caſtle of Enniſtillen about ſeventy Years ſince ; before which Time this Part of the Country was unimproved. 

The Rear or Weſt Front is in view of Lough M. Neane, and on the South are a Range of lofty Mountains called Culea. The Approach 
is through a ſloping Lawn of 140 Acres (in which the Houſe ſtands) bounded by natural Woods and Plantations, | 


On this Eftate, about three Miles from the Houſe, is a natural Arch in a Rock, through which runs a ſubterraneous River, 


Florence-Court is about ſeventy-five Miles North Weſt from Dublin, ſeven from Enniſtillen, and five from Stadlinbar; this laſt is KY 
brated for its mineral Waters.

TULLYMORE-PARK is ſituated at one End of the Mountains of Mourne, and within Two Miles of the Sea. It is a wild and. 
rocky Tra&, exhibiting ſome Scenes of ſingular Beauty, in the romantic Style. Two Mountain-Torrents join in the Park, and form 
ſundry Caſcades, in their Paſſage to the Sea, into which they fall, in the Bay of Dundrum, near Newcaſtle. 


The Houſe ſtands in the Park, and, though not lofty in itſelf, commands a fine Profpett, from its elevated Situation. It is extenſive, _ | 
having Four Fronts, (of One Hundred and Thirty Feet each), incloſing a ſquare Area; each Front is different from the reſt. The Land, 
(ſhewn in the Print) juſt verging in the Horizon, is the Je of Man, diſtant Fourteen Leagues from the Shore. 


Tullymore-Park is Sixty-Three Miles North from Dublin, Ten from Down-Patrick, and Seven from Rathfryland, the Poſt-Town.

At Diſtances from the Demeſne, are Parts which preſent the moſt ſtriking Scenes of natural Beauties Mo Ruggedneſs; on theſe the 
vigorous and elegant Taſte of the Proprietor has been exerted, to render them worthy the Notice of Travellers; among which, whoever 
enquires for DUNRAN, (about Two Miles from the Houſe) will find themſelves repaid for the Deviation. 


There are, perhaps, few Places in Ireland ſuperior in Beauty to Mount-Kennedy. The whole Eflate has been indefatigably improved; 
that Part of it in which the Houſe ſtands has been finiſhed, and is preſerved with extraordinary Taſte and Care. 


The whole County of Wicklow is juſtly celebrated for its romantic Beauties, and is ſaid to be the moſt pictureſque County in Ireland. 
Mount-Kennedy, beſides the great Advantage of a Marine Proſpect in its Vicinity, is ſurrounded, inland, by Places remarkable for their 
Beauties—the Dargle, diſtant about ſix Miles; Power /court, ſeven ; the Devil's-Glen, five; and, to which Liſt may be added, the Glen g

BALLYFINN is ſituated about Five Miles North-Weſt from the Town of Maryborough, and Forty-Five South-Welt from 
Dublin, near the Acchvity of the S/zen-Bloomy Mountains, The Houſe, which is plain and modern-built, ſtands elevated, and covers a 
deal of Ground; the principal Front is to the S. E. and the Approach to it (which is very beautiful and extenſive) is from the Southward. 


This Place was originally formed by Periam Pole, Eſq; who came from England about the Year 1700; but it received its principal 
Embelliſhments from the late Mr. Pole, who, at a great Expence, beautificd it extremely, and from whom it was deviſed to the preſent 
Poſſeſſor. The Houſe having been burned down, he built the centre and right Wing, (thewn in the Print), which, in themſelves, form 


N N., 


an excellent Family-Manſion, containing a Dining-Room, Drawing-Room, &c. &c. large and commodious, fitted up with Taſte : Nor 


is a handſome Library its leaſt Ornament; it is not quite completed, as the old Houſe ſtands where the left Wing is intended to be built. 
He likewiſe built Two Squares of Offices, remarkable for their Capaciouſneſs and Convenience. The Lake which adorns the Lawn is a 
noble Piece of Water, formed by Art, in a gentle Valley. It covers about Twenty Iriſh Acres, and is of an irregular Form. 


The Situation of the Houſe is elevated, and the View from it is ſo extenſive, that the Wicklow-Mountains, diſtant about Forty * Ls 


liſh Miles, are diſlinctly ſeen in a clear Day. It overlooks the Towns of Maryborough, Mount-Melich, Stradbally, Portarlington, and te 
Rock of Dunameze. 


This Place is remarkably well wooded, (though the Country round it is rather barren) and the Woods are in a falling State. It is very 
extenſive, the Walls inclofing Twelve Hundred Acres, Part of which is a Deer-Park, affording peculiarly good Veniſon. The Eſtate 
extends ſome Miles round this Place: and there is a conſiderable Range of Mountain above the Houſe, partly N to Mr. Pole, 
on which there is good Sport for the Lovers of Groule-ſhooting.

The Houſe flands on that Side on which the principal Figures are ſeen in the 
Print, and on the fame Side is the celebrated Spa ;—it is obſcured by that Group of Trees, which, from the Winding of the River, falls 
between the Two principal Groups, and nearly in the Centre of the View. This Side of the Eſlate, the preſent Proprietor has conſi- 
derably augmented by Purchaſe, and it now extends as far as Leixlip. 


LUCAN-SPA was diſcovered ſome Time about the Year 1757, or 1758; it was firſt obſerved in the River (under which the Vein 


runs) from the Water being changed to a whitiſh Colour, by the impregnated Spring. This Appearance was traced nearly te to the Shore, | 


and in that Direction the Well was ſunk (a little N. W. of a chalybeate Spring, formerly in ſome Repute, but now negletted), A Wall, 
to prevent the Well from being innundated by the River, was immediately built; the Spring Was neatly coved in with hewn Stone, and 
a covered rural Seat or Water-Houſe, likewiſe erected, for the Accommodation of the Water-Drinkers in Wet Weather. The whole 


was attended with conſiderable Expence to the late Proprietor, the Right Hon. Agmondiſham Veſey, who generouſly permitted the Com- | 


pany to range through his Grounds at Pleaſure ; but, it is to be lamented, that he ſoon found cauſe to repent, and indeed to withdraw the 
Indulgence he had granted, from the licentious Behaviour of ſome diſorderly Perſons, who were no Water-Drinkers—by circumſcribing 
the Well with a Wall, to prevent ſuch Depredations in future, 


The Well, according to Dr. Rutty, is near Seven Feet long, Two. Feet broad, and Fificen Inches deep. It yields a large Supply. of - 
Water, containing Eighty-Two Gallons, and, when emptied, fills again in an hour. Its proximity to the River ſubjetts it to be over- 
flowed in Winter, notwithſtanding the Care which was taken to prevent it.

The Soil about it is ſandy and lime-ſtone Rock. The Water may be ſmelt at the Diſtance of ſeveral Yards, eſpecially in froſty Wea- 
ther. It is limpid, and in the Well has a bluiſh Caſt, throwing up a white bluiſh Scum to the Surface ; it turns whitiſh or wheyiſh, on 
ſtanding, and in Rain. It reſembles the Aix la Chapelle Water, and is like the Water of Swadlinbar, in the County of Fermanagh, in 
Smell, Taſte, and every other Appearance; but ſtronger, having the Flavour of a boiled Egg; and, when ſtrongeſt, of a ſemi-putrid 
Egg. and ſmells like the Waſhings of a foul Gun. Its Sulphur is of a very volatile or fugitive Quality. It will bear Carriage to remote 
Places, retaining 1n a great Meaſure its original Qualities, provided it has been kept in Bottles carefully corked and rozined ; neverthe- 
leſs, it has a Briſkneſs at the Fountain, remarkably greater than at a Diſtance from it.

SHANES CASTLE Jothermile Eden-Duff Carrick) is beautifully ftuated on the brink of Lough Neagh, facing the South Wet ; 1 
the Water formerly waſhed the Walls of the Caſtle, but within theſe few Years an Embankment was made, on which is built a Green 4 
Houſe, the Caftle Wall forming one Side, and the Glaſs projecting into the Lake on the other. 


The preſent Ptoprietor-made great Improvements on the old Building, and it is now a very elegant * convenient Manſion. No- 
thing can be more-majeſtick,” than the View from the Caſtle Windows of the vaſt Expanſe of Water, the neighbouring Banks con- | 
ſiderably enriched with Trees and Verdure, through which are many charming Walks and Rides. The Domains and Park are of f 
great Extent, ane Stream runs through it into the Lake, its Banks ſteep and thickly wooded ; on it are ſeveral Bridges and ruſtic 
Scats ; the natural Beauties of the Place have all been taken Advantage of by the Taſte of the amiable Proprietor ; the Stream comes ol 
from a ſmall Lake, about 10 Miles diſtant, which belongs chiefly to Mr. ONeill; here is an elegant Cottage, called Remon Lodge, | 
for Retirement, and Shooting Parties; it is ſhaded with large venerable Trees, and is a delightful ſequeſtered Spot. | |

LOUGH NEAGH, is a vaſt Sheet of Freſh Water, its Figure ck varies, has been ſaid to be elliptic, but at t preſent is nearly | 
a Parallelogram, or oblong Square; its Length from eighteen to twenty Miles, Breadth from ten to twelve ditto, and covers about 9 BY == 
one hundred thouſand Acres. It receives eight Rivers, viz. the Main, a ſmall Diſtance from the Caſtle, the / 7 * Mile Water, the River £9 2 
Camlin, or Crumlin Mater, the Gleneuy, the leſſer Ban, or Banna, the River Blackwater, Balinderry River, and the Moyola; "The 9 * 
only Outlet to this collected Maſs of Water, is on the North Weſtern Extremity, at a Place called T whence paſſing through a 
ſmall Lake (L. BEG) is terminated by another River Bann, nearly oppoſite to the former, and running northerly, falls into the 
Deucaledonian Sea, near Lough Foyle. The great Diſproportion between the Outlet, and the Influx has given riſe to a Conjecture j 


of ſubterrancous Paſlages ; but the ſmalleſt Indication of ſuch a Phenomenon has not yet been diſcovered ; the great Means of Re- | | 
duCtion | 
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duction is therefore by Exhalation: in the dry Seaſons the Efflux is ſo trifling that it may be waded at Toom, conſiderably leſs than 
Knee-deep ; but in the wet Seaſons moſt of the Rivers being mountainous, the Influx is ſudden, and ſo greatly preponderates, that 
ten thouſand Acres are covered, more than in Summer. Lough Neagh alſo interrupts its own Courſe, by the Quantities of Sand and 
Gravel it depoſits in the Channel; theſe Impediments are frequently accelerated, or in ſome Degree removed by the caſual Direction 
and Force of the Winds, hence the Dilatation and Contraction cannnot be brought to rule; but it is certain, that its ſtrongeſt Tendency 
is that of Expanſion, its Encroachments are marked and known. © It has encompaſſed one Church, Bally Scullen, and drowned 
ce great part of the Pariſh, and ſtill ſeems gaining on the Land.” This celebrated Lake has had great medicinal Virtues, & and ſtrong 
petrifying Powers aſcribed to it; the former Qualities, excepting as a Cold Bath, are much doubted, and the latter is attributed rather 
to the Soil adjacent, + than to any Peculiarity the Water poſſeſſes, beyond the petrifying Tendency of that Fluid in general. Various 
Petrefactions have been collected on, and about the Shores, particularly of Shells in great Quantities, the Lapis Syringoides, or Pipe 
Stone, and many others, a great Number of Cryſtals t and Agates, with ſome Specimens of Cornelians, Mochos, and Pſeudo- 
Adamants. At ſome little Diſtance,Specimens of Topaz and Emerald have been found. 


Lough Neagh is perhaps the ſhalloweſt body of Water in the World of ſuch Extent, being, by the Report of its Navigators, no- 
where Deeper than eleven Fathoms, yet there are but few Iſlands on it, and thoſe are very near the Shore; the moſt conſiderable is Ram 
Iſland formerly called Ennis Garden; on it are the Ruins of a Church, and one of thoſe round Towers, which fo frequently occur in 
Iriſh Antiquities. The Trade carried on in this Lake, has of late years received conſiderable Additions from three navigable Canals, 
one to Newry, whence the River falls into tae IJriſb Sea at Carlingford; the ſecond through Liſburn, gains the Sea at Belfaſt; and the 
third takes a Direction Weſterly for inland Purpoſes ; Storms ſometimes happen, in which Veſſels are caſt away, and though the 
Waves are ſaid to break ſhort, they daſh with ſuch Violence againſt the Breakers at the Foot of the Caſtle, that the Spray beats 
into the Attic Story. 


It abounds with various Fiſh; here is found the Pollan, or Freſh Water Herring, the Freſh Water Whiting, and two Sorts of 
Trout, ſome of which are ſaid to be extremely large. 


* The word Neagb is ſaid to impart a healing Quality; but none of the Properties uſual to ſuch Waters have been diſcovered on examining theſe, yet to argue for 
the Aſſertion there is a great body of Coal, and another of Iron Ore contiguous, which may impart Bituminous and Chalybeate Particles on the Derry Side. 

+ Ia the Year 1748, a very large Specimen of Petrefication was diſcovered up the River Camlin, about two Miles from the Lake, it was an entire Stump. of a Tree, 
and weighed yoolb. it was perſettly Stone without, and upon Collifion with Steel, emitted Sparks in great Plenty; a Fragment of which being analyzed, Wood was 
found within; the Diſcoverer of this Maſs was Richard Barton, A. B. of Trinity College, Dublin, who in the Year 1751, delivered a Courſe of ingenious Lectures from 


his own elaborate Reſearches, on the phænomena of Lough Neagh; and to which this Account is much indebted. Other Specimens occur, in which the ligneous Parts 
are external, and many that are entirely petrefied. |

TARBERT is fi tated on-the Banks of the River Shannon, thirty Miles from the City of Limerick, and bounding the County of that 


Name; the Houſe is roomy and commodious, ſtanding in a Lawn, which gradually riſes from the River, whoſe Margin is bordered 


by an Oak-Wood of unequal Depth; through it ſeveral Walks, winding near two Miles, and paſſing through a Shrubbery, approach 
the Houſe. On the Left'of the Houſe, at ſome Diſtance is a Peninſula connected by a narrow Iſthmus, on whick a ſmall Fort, ſhewn 
in the Print, with a Barrack, have lately been erected by Government for the Protection of the Trade and Harbour of the City of 
Limerick; an Attention'by no means undeſerved, as it is capable of congaining Ships of any Burthen, and has frequently proved an 
Aſylum to Veſſels from the Atlantic. In the Year 1779, being then at War with France, ſeveral homeward bound Eaſt and Weſt 
Indiamen owed their Protection to the hoſpitable Bay of Tarbert; and in the Year of 1781, Lord Macartney and his Suite, after 
paſſing ſeveral Days at Tarbert with the Proprietor, embarked | from thence for his Government of Madraſs ; this Circumſtance has 
been reverted to in the Engraving, 


Near the Houſe to the Right is the Town of Tarbert, ſmall, but compact, with a Seſſions Houſe, a good Inn with convenient 


Accommodation for Travellers; and near the Town, upon a gentle Eminence, ſtands the Church with a handſome Spire and Steeple, 


near which is tte Public School; the whole, though not on a very extenſive Scale, is well built, and was plarined, and propoſed 
ſolely by the preſent Proprietor, near the Scite of the old Town, which had fallen to Decay; Tarbert holds a fs. Fa, and 


four annual F airs. 
John Leſlie originally deſcended from the noble Houſe of Balquhane in Scotland, firſt ſettled in Ireland about the Year 163 3, by his 


Wife Katherine, Daughter of the Rev. Alex. Conyngham, Dean of Raphoe, he had an only Son Doctor John Leſlie, diſtinguiſhed by 


his Piety and Learning, till the Troubles of the then Times called him from the peaceful Studies of Divinity, to all the dangerous 


Duties of © grim-viſaged War,” in which he moſt eminently diſtinguiſhed himſelf as azwlous Defendet of the Church he loved. 
Poſſeſſing conſiderable Property in the Country, on the firſt landing of King #7 liam in Trelang, he fortified” - his Houſe in the 
County of Sligo, “ which was thought proper to be held as a Frontier Garriſon,” he raiſed, armed, and clothed: a ' conſiderable body 


of 
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of Men at his own Expence, and repeatedly led them on to Victories almoſt miraculous, againſt ſuperior Numbers, of which the 


following indubitable Teſtimonies are extracted from a printed Memorial of his recent Services.“ Laſtly, by Lieutenant Caſpar 


« Millis his Affidavit, it appears that Dr. Leſſie did in one Day (being that of the Fight or Battel of Cavan) defeat about 800 of 
« the Enemy, viz. about 400 Foot having been driven out of the Field by Dr. Leſlie's leading amongſt them about 11 or 12 Men 
« on Horſeback ; and about 400 more (moſt of them Grenadiers) by leading againſt them about 60 or 70 Men on Foot; his Deliver- 
« ances that Day, appear not only wonderful, but miraculous : it appears alſo, that another Time he routed, and did drive into 
« their Trenches, about 500 of the Enemy, Horſe, Foot, and Dragoons, by leading againſt them about 88 Men only, in which Action 
ce about 40 or 50 of the Enemy were killed, and 12 taken Priſoners.” By the Dean of Derry's Affidavit, it appears, that his Activity 
and Succeſs drew on him the bitter reſentment of his Enemies, who laid waſte his Eſtate, and deſtroyed his Property in the County of 
Sligo, to the Amount of 10,000 Pounds. He had alſo the Mortification to loſe a beloved Son, an Affliction for which he could only 
be conſoled by reflecting that he fell fighting for the Proteſtant cauſe, in the celebrated Battle of Agbrim, at the Head of a Troop 
of his Father's Horſe. 


On the Reſtoration of public Tranquillity, by the Eſtabliſhment of King William on the Throne, his grateful Country was not 
unmindful of his meritorious Services, the Houſe of Commons in [reland, & did (by the then Lord Deputy) addreſs his Majeſty 
« in his Favour who made him a Grant, firſt for a long Term of Years, and afterwards of the Inheritance of ſeveral Demeſnes in 
Ireland of very conſiderable Value, and amongſt others of the Seigniory and Manor of Tarbert; which had been forfeited to the 
Crown, upon the Attainder of Daniel Lord Viſcount Clare. The Patent was afterwards confirmed in England by an Act of Parlia- 
ment, the 11 and 12 of William III. © the only Clergyman amongſt the Grantees, and the only Grantee in whoſe behalf the 
« Houſe of Commons of Ireland has thought fit to addreſs his Majeſty, was this Dr. John Leſlie,” from whom the Eſtate has un- 
interruptedly deſcended to his Great Grandſon, the preſent worthy Poſſeſſor. 


Tarbert is twenty-five Miles from Tralee on the Road to Limerick, and about one hundred and twenty-four S. W. from Dublin.
